The man, Franz Preissler, 
now living in East Germany, 
States that such testimony 
would help him 
pension as a war invalid. 

In his letter to the Prime 
Minister, Preissler says he 
was a prisoner in Dachau 
in 1943-44. He says that when 
he was drafted into the 
Wehrmacht, he was assigned 
to concentration camp guard 
duty in Poland. When he re- 
fus to carry out orders to 
shoot Jewish camp inmates, 
he was court-martialed on 

a charge of “failure to obey 
“an order and sabotage of the 
German defence force.” 

While interned at Dachau, 
he was put in charge of a 
number of inmates. He states 
that “as a Christian, I con- 
ducted myself then too as 
a human being, and thereby 
saved the lives of not a 
small number of Jewish 
prisoners.”
